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Group V, claim(s) 14-26, drawn to compounds, compositions and method of use of the 
compounds of formula 1 where W is quinoxaline optionally containing an additional nitrogen 
atom in the benzene ring (as shown by the first formula when n is 2 and X is phenyl or pyridyl). 

Group VI, claim(s) 14-26, drawn to compounds, compositions and method of use of the 
compounds of formula 1 where W is benzodiazepine optionally containing an additional nitrogen 
atom in the benzene ring. 

Group VII, claim(s) 14-26, drawn to compounds, compositions and method of use of the 
compounds of formula 1 where W is benzodiazocine optionally containing an additional nitrogen 
atom in the benzene ring. 

The inventions listed as Groups I- VII do not relate to a single general inventive concept 
under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or corresponding special 
technical features for the following reasons: the variable core created by varying definitions of W 
in formula 1 do not belong to a recognized class of chemical compounds in the art, and a 
reference anticipating one invention, would not render obvious the other. Thus, separate searches 
in the literature as well as in the U.S. Patent Classification System would be required.
